Agent Avery deciares that the out- 
fit was one of the most complete 
he had ever seen, and was stocked 
up to do a big business. The Fed- 
eral officers have had the place 
under suspicion for some time, and 
it ia believed that large quantities 
of liquors have been made and sold 
from the premises.

“We live by exchange. Every 
one of us is occupied day by day 
in exchanging something we pos 
sess OF some service we can ren- 
der for the things or services of 
others. Every obetacie to free ex- 
change is a charge on the commu- 
nity. The freer the exchange, the 
higher the level of prosperity. An 
article or a service is worth what 
it will fetch. 

“Any attempt, whether by com- 


perior authority or force or legis- 
lation, to impose an unnatural 
price defeats ite own object. No 
power can force the buyer to buy 
so freely as the knowledge of a 
fair deal. When the consumer 
Ceases to be the first consideration 
with industry, ite true purpose is 
forgotten. 

“The arbitrary fixing of a price 
of anything, whether an hour's 
work or a pint of milk, tends to re- 
strict both the demand for and the 
supply of that thing. Just as in 
nature the tide Bows and ebbs a- 
ternately, so In economic affairs a 
natural price ta always moving 
forward and backward. As a 
price ‘flows’ producers are encour - 
aged to come forward, and as a 
price ‘ebbs’ buyers are attracted. 
In this way the maximum of ac- 
tivity is maintained and all par- 
ties benefited. Rigidity discourages 
producers and buyers alike, and 
thereby limits both supply and de- 
mand. Without co-operation on 
the part of business, our industries 
cannot thrive or compete with our 
foreign competitors.” 


TRADE ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. Hurley's remarks upon the 
trade association movement were 
enthusiastically applauded. He 
told how the Department of Jus- 
tice interpretation of the p 
may be expected to enable thosr- 
sands of honestly organized trade 
associations to develop their in- 
dustries along sound economic 
lines, and expressed the opinion 
that the business men of the 
country should congratulate . Sec- 
retary Hoover and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Daugherty for their efforts in 
behalf of business.

I believe 
that outside of the amount Great 
Britain ower us, we will never re- 
ceive one dollar of the principal 
or interest from the other na- 
tions. France, Belgium and Italy 
owe Great Britain $10,000,000,000, 
without including interest, 
Great Britain is not taking se- 
riously the question of collecting 
the debt; in fact, she is willing 
now to discuss the question of 
cancellation, if all the nations in- 
terested would meet for that pur- 
pose. 

FRANCE PILING UP DEBT. 

“France's vevenue is less than 
one-half of her government ex- 
penditures.

These countries and 
others in Europe are issuing paper 
currency to meet their every-day 
needs to maintain thelr standing 
armies of 2,000,000 men, of which 
France and Italy have 1,250,060.
